However it is now stated that the 
Province of Buenos Aires has compromised with the North 
American banking group with which it was in treaty, to cur- 
tail its loan requirements to 50% of the $8,000,000 gold, for 
which the contract was orginally made. It is stated that 
i the Government of the Province have been advanced a sum of 
$2,000,000 in anticipation of the $4,000,000 that it has 
been decided to issue. 


4. The Executive Power on January 2nd, authorized 
the Direction of Aeronautics to purchase a Curtiss airplane 
for the sum of $26,500 mf with an extra engine worth $8.700. 


10. The Direction General of Posts and Telegraphs at 
the end of 1929 issued a statement to the effect thet the 
extension of the Argentine network of Telegraphs was 121,000 
kilometres, connecting together and with the exterior 1250 
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localities in the interior of the Republic. The personnel 
exceeds 8,COO employees. 


11. The Sxecutive Power hus approved a2 vlan of works 
projected by the Direction of Navigation and Ports for the 
construction of a sixth Dock in the New Port of the capitul 
which will be used exclusively for coasting-trade. The size 
of this new dock will be 1,200 mtse long by 240 wide and 
will be deep enough to allow boats of 12 to 15 feet draught 
enter. The same project also calls for the construction of 
an airport South of Canning street where two sheds and shops 
will be erected for revairs to the planes of Yommercial Avia- 
tion companies now in business. The new dock would be serv- 
ed by 2&2 special State Railway section. The expenditure in- 
volved has been estimated at $3,200,000 m/n. 


12. The construction of a network of underground rail- 
way lines is still being discussed by the city Council of 
Buenos Aires. At present the matter as to whether the con- 
tracts will be awarded to the British, German or Spanish Com- 
panies is being widely discussed in financial engineering 
end administrative circles 


13. According to the latest statement by the Ministry 
of Public Works, the sum of $728,472,628 m/n has been spent 
exclusively on port works. throughout the Republic. Of this 
sum, $233,696,626 - plus $58, H+ 1 064 for the New Port - was. 
spent. on Buenos Aires; $44,532,014 et Rosario;§57 5953-077 
at Puerto Belgrano and $51,909,443 at La Plate. 


14. On January 8th the NYRBA Company inaugurated a re- 
gular pussenger Air Service between Buenos Aires, and Rio 
de Janeiro. 


15. On January 5th the Aeroposta Argentina inaugurated 
a regular air passenger and mail service between Buenos 
Aires and Bar del Plata. 


16. The Buenos Aires Great Southern Railway has inau-~ 
gurated a Diesel Blectrical train service on the suburban 
lines. Yor the vresent they will run two trains on trial. 


17. ‘The Buenos Aires and Pacific Railway has submitted 
to the Ministry of Public Works the plans and full details 
relating to the $7,000,000 bridge it proposes to build to 
link up its system with the New Port Zone. The bridge, which 
will start from the Avenidas Alem and Alvear and continue 
into the New Port will have a total length of approximately 
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600 mts. and a width of 35 mts. It will cross the tracks 
of the Cental Argentine and Central Cordoba Nailways to 
reach its destination, and when completed, be imown ag the 
Pueyrredon Bridge. 


18. During the month a cargo of silk worth 490,000 
m/n was captured in the River Plate by the Inlend Revenue 
officers as it was being smuggled into the country. Ano- 
ther contraband of silk was discovered worth $70,000 m/n 
two days later.

4. The Spanish Ambassador to Argentina, Sr. 
Ramira Maestre resigned his post on February lst, after 
the resignation of General Primo de Rivera. He left Bue nos 
Aires on February 19th. 


4. A Hungarian Legation will be established in 
Argentina in the near future, and it is stated that. the 
first Minister will be Sr.Eugenio Nelki, Counsellor to 
the Hungarian Legation in London. 


4. On February 4th, the new Directorate of the 
Banco Hipotecario Nacional was appointed. The new President 
is Sr.Benjamin Gorrilla and Pedro T.Pages, Vice-President. 
Sr.Nereo Crovetto resigned when he became a candidate for 
the Governorship of the Province of Buenos Aires. 


5. The Electoral College of the Province of 
Buenos Aires met at La Pleta on February 7th, and elected 
the Governor and Vice-Governor of the Province for the 
forthcoming four-year term.Sefior Nereo Crovetto (till re- 
cently President of the Banco Hipotecario Nacional) is the 
eo re on seteces and Sefior Juan Garralda, Vice-Governor 
elect. 


6. It is stated that the Governmnt intends to 
send @ proper Budget Bill to Congress for 1931. The Minis- 
ter of Finance for this purpose has ciroularised his col- 
leagues in the Cabinet and all departmental chiefs instruc- 
ting them to submit the estimated requirements of their 
respective dependencies during next year to him before 
March 31, so that they may be incorporated in the Bill. 
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In a brief statement to the press last 
night, Dr.Perez Colman said the 1931 Budget would be 
dravn up "on technical lines". 


7”. The Government hes issued a decree through 
the Ministry of Finance promulgating the recently sanc- 
tioned law of Congress which authorizes the Banco Hipo- 
tecario Nacional to maintain an issue of cedulas to a 
value of $2,000,000,000 paper. The authorized figure was 
$1,500,000,000. 


8. The President of the Republic on February 
15th, signed a decree according the Province of Mendoza 
a loan of $1,000,000 to be used exclusively for the pay- 

nt of arrears of wages and pensions of school teachers. 

The preamble to the decree asserts that the 
Federel Interventor, on taking charge of the administra~ 
tive affairs of the Province, found that the debts of 
the Provincial Department of Education amounted in all 
to $30,000,000, or rather more then the entire annual 
revenue of the State, and that of the amount referred 
to $3,000,000 was for salaries. 

In acceding to the Federal Interventor's re- 
quest for the advance of $1,000,000 Sr.Irigoyen, in 
addition to making the stipulation referred to in the 
opening paragraph, ordered that the money should be re- 
turned to the National Treasury "when the debts contract- 


' ea by previous Governments of Mendoza are liquidated." 


9. A Decree was signed on February 17th, stat- 
ing that in all Municipal Dependencies, without any ex- 
ception, where the use of naptha was necessary the local 
produce from the Yacimientos Petroliferos Fiscales is to 
be used exclusively. 


10. The Executive Power issued a decree on 
February 26th, authorizing the construction by the State 
Railway of a line from Memoza City to Algarrobal, & 
distance of 240 kilometres. This construction was approv- 
ed by Congress more than 20 years ago. The total cost 
of the work will be $13,000,000. 


11. The Department of Posts and Telegraphs has 
presented to the Ministry of the Interior a project for 
the extension of the telegraph system from the Territory 
of Santa Cruz to Ushuaia, in Tierra del Fuego. The ex- 
tension would comprise 340 kilometres of overhead line 
and 50 kilometres of submarine line - across the Straits 
of Magellan. 
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12. The Nyrba Lines new once-weekly mail and 
passenger air service between Buenos Aires and New York 
via Atlantic Coast, was {naugurated on February 19th, 
and started from the New Port zone with a record quantity 
of correspondence and several passengers. 


13. On February 15th, the Union Telephone 
Company in Rosario gave the strikers 48 hours in which 
to return to work after which they would be struck off 
the Company's lists of employees and other men taken in 
their place. The trouble was the definite refusal of the 
Company to pay men's wages for the days of the. strike. 
After this ultimatum many workers returned to their 
posts and the lines are now being repaired and tele phone 
service has been reestablished.

° On March 29th, the Training Ship "Presidente 
Sarmiento" left the port of Buenos Aires on her 30th trip 
of instruction to the cadets of the Naval School. 

The Sarmiento will proceed direct to Ushuaia, 
from which point the first stage of the voyage will be made 
with visits to Comodoro Rivadavia, Puerto Madryn and Puerto 
Belgrano. The crossing of the Atlantic will be started 
from Bahia (Brazil), the following ports being visited 
successively: Senta Cruz, Teneriffe, Toulon, Villafranocea, 
Genoa, Naples, Venice, Piraeniz, Salonika, Constantinople, 
Smyrne, Jaffa, Alexandrie, Malta, Algiers, and Gibraltar.

6. On March 27th, there arrived in Buenos Aires 
Count Bonifacio Pignatti Morano de Cuestoza, the new : 
Italian Ambassador to Argentina. 

A, On March 17th, Sr.Alvarez de Toledo, Argentine 
Ambassador in Paris, was recalled suddenly by wireless 
telephone. This has given rise to rumours of impending 
changes in the Cabinet. 


8. The Direccion of Civil Aviation has purchased 
for the sum of $12,000.00 U.S.Cy., the two Lock-Head-Vega 
hydroplanes used by Wilkins for his explorations in the Ant~- 
Artic Regions. These machines are equipped to land on ice. 
They huve spare engines and complete radio installation. \ 


9, In view of the increasing aerial traffic, both 
passenger and cargo, between Argentina and foreign countries 
the Custom House authorities have decided to establish a 
vigilance over the departure of aeroplanes to foreign coun- 
ries. — 
The new regulations demand that the air line 
companies shall give to an mthorized Customs employee, on 
arrival of a 'plane from a foreign country, a complete 
list of passengers, luggage and parcels, duly revised by 
the Argentine Consul at the point of departure. In the case 
of an internal air route all that will be necessary is a 
list of the passengers revised by the local chief of pol- 
ice or justice of the peace. 
The air line companies have also to provide the 
necessary office at the aerodrome for the proper carrying 
out of the Customs employee's duties. In the case of 
the aerodrome at the north end of the docks, th passengers 
are obliged to enter the city through the Retiro entrance. 


10. On March 23rd, the Pan-American Grace Alr Ways 
Inc., carrying United States mail between Montevideo, 
Uruguay, and the United States via Buenos Aires ed Santi- 
ago,Chile, landed in the Municipal Airport in the centre 
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of the city of Buenos Aires, and upon landing struck three 
people who were crossing the center of the field killing 
two and injuring one. The plane suffered minor damage 
to one landing gear, but the passengers were unhurt. 

An immediate investigation by the proper authorit- 
jes exonerated the pilot and Company of all blame, and 
the mail went through on schedule. 


ll. The new eight hour day law passed by Congress 
last year was promulgated by the Govermment during the 
month and has become effective. 


12. The Minister of Finance on March 28th, author- 
ised the National Treasury to pay the sum of $1,000,000 
to the Direction-Gene ral of State Railways to meet part 
of the cost of the construction of the new line from So- 
compa to Rosario de Lema. 


13. The President of the Rosario Bolsa de Comercio 
has addressed the President of the Republic asking for his 
good offices in the extension of the port and the deepen- 
ing of the river Parana. 

It is stated that when work on the port was 
commenced it was calculated that facilities would be requir- 
ed in 1930 for a traffic of some 2,500,000 tons. Only two 
years have passed since the inauguration of the extension 
work, and the calculated figure has been considerably ex- 
ceeded. A new calculation based on the present figures, 
estimates that in ten years’ time, the traffic will be about 
4,300,000 tons, for the greater part of which there will be 
no facilities to handle. 

Already, it is reported,there is a scarcity of 
material in the port for handling cargoes, and especially 
is this the case in respect of sheds and warehouses. 


14. The breakwaters of the port of La Plata are 
to be reconstructed at an estimated cost of more than 
$5,698,000. The Direction-General of Navigation and Ports, 
will have charge of the works. It is understood that the 
Government will ask Congress to vote the necessary funds 
immediately the Department of Navigation and Ports com-~ 
pletes the plans of the proposed new breakwaters. 


15. The Minister of Public Works has under con- 
sideration a $845,000 scheme for widening and deepening 
the entire Southern Channel. When the works are completed 
the width will be 120 metres and the depth 30 feet. 
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It is stated in connection with the plan 
that it will greatly facilitate shipping in the Zia- 
chuelo, and also enable the freezing plants along the 
same stream to make use of heavier craft for the 
transport of their products.

vise the purchases and sales of each firm, in a special 
registry kept for the purpose. 


3. The first preparatory session of the newly con- 
stituted Chamber of Deputies, which was to be held on April 
9th, failed for lack of a quorum, and no quorum was obtain- 
ed until April 25th. 


4. On April 28th, tle President of the Republic sign- 
ed 2 decree whereby the Executive Power declares the closure 
of the prorogued ordinary session of Congress. 

The Executive Power gives the motive for its de- 
cree in a brief preamble, which says that over six months have 
elapsed since the ordinary session of 1929, was prorogued, and 
that the opening of the new legislative term is at hand. 


5. On April 30th, the time limit given by the Direc- 
tor of Posts and Telegraphs elapses for the removal of Radio 
Broadcasting stations situated in the Federal Capital to the 
outskirts of the City. To date only two stations haw com- 
plied with this order, the others requesting that same be 
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azain prorogued giving them more time to erect towers etc. 
No american companies are concerned. 


6. On April 9th, the Government of Argentina con- 
certed a short term lom of fifty million dollars from the 
Shatham Phenix Gorporation, at the rate of 5% per annum 
for a tem of six months receivable at a commission of #%. 


7. On April 27th, there was confiscated by the 
Customs authorities a shipment of perfumery valued at 
325,000 m/n, as it was being smugpled into the country. 


8. On April 2nd, the liexican Ambassador to Argen- 
lina left Buenos Aires for Rio de Janeiro, where he has 
been transferred. 


4, The resignation of the Bolivian Minister to 
Argentina, Dr. Jose M. Escalier, reported in Surrent vents 
as having been sent in during the month of July 1929, has 
now become offective.

10. On April 7th, the Argentine Ambassador to France, 
Sr.#ederico Alvarez de Toledo, arrived in Buenos Aires, hav- 
ing been recalled by President Irigoyon. Sr.Alvarez de Tol- 
edo explained to the newspaper reporters that his stay in 
Buenos Aires depended upon the Government's decision - a 
decision he did not know. 


A. On April 12th, the new Italian Ambassador, 
Count Bonifacio Pignatti Morano de Custoza presented his 
credentials to the President of Argentine. 


Aa. On April 29th, the professional boxer, Justo 
Suarez, who was to visit the United States on a boxing tour, 
was appointed chancellor to the Argentine Consulate in New 
York by President Irigoyen. This action has been the sub- 
ject of loud criticism by the "Circulo Diplomatico y Con- 
sular Argontino"(Diplomatic and Consular Association of 
Argentina), which has issued a public declaration denouncing 
the appointment, and also by the Argentine press. 

As. The British cruiser "Delhi" arrived in the Port 
of Buenos Aires on April 17th, on a visit of courtesy to 
Argentina.

1. A new long distance line of the Union Telefonica 
from Rufino to Venado Tuerto has just been opened to public 
service, thus establishing the first telephonic connection 
between the subscribers of those two important towns in 
Santa Fe Province. 


2. Dr.Herminio J.Quiros, the Governor of Entre Rios, 
inaugurated on October 24th an important telephone circuit 
from Parana City to Tala. The new line has been installed 
by the Compania Entrerriana de Telefonos. It covers 250 
kilometres snd takes in the villages of Crespo, Ramirez, 
laa Hernandez, Nogoya, Lucas Gonzalez, Sola and 
Tala. 


5. The putting up of one hundred kilometres of tele- 
graph lines has just been finished in the Chubut Territory 
extending from Esquel to Bolson Lago Puelo and Bolson 
Epuyen Cholila. 
‘ The work was carried out in its entirety by a 
section of the Amy School of Communications, under the 
orders of Lt. Raymundo Estrada, and it will give communica- 
tion to a large and productive zone in the northwest of 
Chubut, in the proximity of the Cordillera TAaNge . 


4. The Direction General of Posts ani Tel egraphs 
advised the Ministry of Interior on October 20th, that prov- 
isional approval of the following wireless-telephone rates 
for the Transradio service has been given, until such time 
as the prevailing tariffs for similar services in foreign 
countries have been studied. Buenos Aires-North America - 

Zone No.l: for the first three minutes or fraction $70.65; 

for each succeeding minute $23.50. Zone 2; $77.70: end 
$25.90. Zone 33 $84.20; and $28.25. zone 4: $91.85 and $30.60. 
Zone 5: $98.90 and $32.95. Zone 6; $105.95; and $35.30. 

Buenos Aires-Cuba - Havana: $98.90 for the first 
three minutes or fraction; and $32.95 for each Succeeding 
minutes. Other points $105.95 and $33.30. . . 

. The Ministry of the Interior was also advised of 
an application received from the Union Telephone Company for 
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authorisation of the following international wireless-tele- 
phone rates:

$23.70; advice message $3.80. Buenos Aires-Spain. - Same 
as hitherto. A reduction in the advice message to England

7b. The Provisional Government has authorized the 
Union Telefonica to effect a radiotelephone service between 
Argentina ami Germany in combination with the Compania 
Internacional de Radio. 


“6. General Uriburu, President of the Provisional 
Government, talked by wireless telephone to his German con- 
frere President Hindenburg from Government House on October 
13th. The object of the conversation, as explained by a 
member of the Presidential suite, was to "repair the damage. 
done to Germano-Argentine relations when ex-President 
Irigoyen, after arranging to speek to Field-Marshal Hinden - 
burg, some months ago, failed to keep his engagement". . 
Following an exchange of cordial salutations between the 
two heads of state the German Minister in Buenos Aires made 
a brief address to the German First Magistrate. 

The linking up of the Presidential offices of 
Buenos Aires'and Berlin was effected through the transatlantic 
wireless telephone service of Transradio Internacional. 


7. The Argentine Govemment has authorized All Amrica 
Cables Ino., to put into effect the following reductions in 
cable rates effective October 27th.

10. The President of the Provisional: Government on 
October 28th, signed a decree cancelling Law No.9842, which 
prohibits the exportation of coal from Argentina. The 
decree also instructs the Ministry of Marine to mal a 
monthly report on coal stocks in the country. The law 
repealed was sanctioned by Congress in 1914 with a view 
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to preventing a coal shortage arising out of the 
European Ware 


11. An attempt to hold a political meeting directed 
against the Provisional Government was frustrated by the 
La Plata police on October 10th. 

The organisers of the meting, in seeking a 
police permit, explained that the gathering would be of 
students and had nothing to do with politics. No sooner 
had the public gathered round the site chosen for the 
speaking, however, than the orators commenced to discuss 
politics. Without hesitation policemen, directed by an 
amy Officer, proceeded to break up the me ot ing » some 
of the participants afterwards marching round the oity 
uttering cries against the Conservative Party. 


12. Air mails to Europe, interrupted by the revolu- 
tion in Brazil, was resumed on October 3lst. One of the 
first consequences of the recent political disturbances 
in Brazil was the suspension of permits for civil. aviation,,.

in view of which the company was obliged to withdraw 


service for nearly a fortnight. Ae: 


13. A deoree issued by the Ministry of the Interior, 
on October 25th, lays dow that "all questions that may 
arise in connection with ths liberty of the press and the 
application of restrictive measures against such liberty, 
emerging from the present state of siege that prevails 
throughout the Republic, shall be decided by the respective 
Federal Interventors appointed in each Provinoe, in their 
capacity as representatives of the Provisional Government 
and in accordance with the general instructions issued 
by that Government". The decree adds that the military 
commanders must collaborate with the Interventors, and 
carry out their instructions. 

It is essential, says the decree, to establish 
a uniform mode of procedure throughout the country in 
every thing belies | to difficulties or questions that 
may arise régarding liberty of the press: hence the 
necessity for framing this decree. 


Aa. Scenes of patriotio fevour equalled in Buenos 
Aires only on September 6 and 8th were witnessed on October 
12th, Dia de la Raza, when the foroes that won the revolu- 
tion marched past Goverment House and through the city 
‘as part of the programme of celebrations connected with 
this Day. Beneath the balcony from which General Uriburu 
took the salute were the Military College cadets who 
suffered wounds while helping to depose the former Adminis~ 
tration. Their more fortunate companions who took part 
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in the parade had their path strewn with flowers, thrown 
from windows along the route. 

During the progress of the march Buenos Aires 
witnessed the remarkable spectacle of three aircraft 
flying in formation tied together with strings of bunting. 
The Argentine officers pointed with great pride to this event 
and hastened to point out that the three pilots (Navy) 
had an had their training in our Naval & Military flying 
schools. 


5. Colonel Jose M.Mayora, who had been appointed 


to the command of the First Division of the Amy by the 


Provisional Government died suddenly on October 5th. He 

had accompanied the President of the Provisional Government, 
General Uriburu, to the race meeting at Palermo on the 
occasion of the Gran Premio Nacional. Whilst the official 
party were making a round of the paddock, Colonel Mayora 
collapsed, and succumbed almost at once to an attack of 
apoplexy. The funeral took place on October 7th, and was 
attended by President Uriburu, the Minister of War, and 
General Agustin P.Justo.

5. The Provisional Government on December 19th, 
published a decree reducing the import duty on silk and at{lk- 
en textiles by 50%. The object of the measure is to make 
smuggling unprofitable. : 


4. According to a statement published by the Minister 
of Agriculture on December 16th, land-owners in several 
parts of the country have agreed to give reductions oscilla- 
ting between 40 end 50% to farmers. 


5. On December 10th, the first convoy to traverse 
the new State Railway line between Formosa and Embarcacion 
arrived at the Formosa teminal at 10 a.m. The Administrator 
General of the State Railways ed other prominent officials 
and business men from Embarcacion were passengers. The 
Administrator General of the State Railways, Lieut. Col. 
Rocco, in @ speech, stressed the economic value of the new 
line. He declared that the products of the north east of the 
country could be conveyed to Buenos Aires via Formosa at a 
30% lower rate of freight than had had to be paid in the 
past. The condition of the line is reported to be good ana 
as from January 8th next there will be a service of four 
trains a:week, Which number will be increased as the volume 
of traffic augments. 


6. Early in the month of December oil was struck 
at a depth of between 850 and 880 metres at the No<8 bore 
of the Astra petroleum Company at Plaza Huinoul, Chubut.

9. In accordance with the current Budget Law, and 
with the consent of the Provisional Goverment, the Munici- 
pality of the City of Buenos Aires has sent 722,343.38 
dollars in gold coin to New York to meet debt services 
maturing there this month. The cost of drawing for that 
emount at the rate of exchange current on November 29th, 
would have been $2,107,109.93 paper, wherdas by sending 
gold and after allowing for freight, insurance and other 
expenses, the figure is reduced to $1719, 341.40 - 8 
saving of $387,768.53 paper. j 

10. The Provisional Gove mment decreed during the 
month of December that effective January lst, visa fees 
are increased from $3.00 to $33.00 Argentine gold, for 
all persons desirous of entering Argentina.
